Have you ever gone into amill and 
noticed the shake ? When the stuff is long 
and there is a good strong shake, the way it 
jerks and twitches the suction boxes and the 
rail about is a caution tolook at. Often this 
shake extends to the couch rolls, and then 
there is a slight slide motion, almost imper- 
ceptible, but enough to wear the wire thin in 
a short time if it is not carefully attended 
to, 

If you are a superintendent, have you ever 
just got to sleep and then had someone 
pounding at the door? You start up, won- 
dering what on earth can be the matter, and 
ask, ‘*Who’s there?” Immediately the 
shrill, piping voice of the reel boy comes 
back: ‘‘ The wire has went in a wrinkle.” 
I need not tell you that something is wrong. 
I have known many wires to wrinkle on dif- 
ferent machines from the one simple cause 
that I will here explain. The most insidious 
cause for a wrinkle in the wire consists in 
having the breast roll a little too low down. 
This allows too great a strain to come on the 
tube rolls next_to it ; these spring a little, 
and hence the cause of the reel boy’s mid- 
night visit, 


Right here I will relate a circumstance ~| 


which came under my observation from this 
very cause. In 1872 Mr. W—— was a well- 
known and wealthy manufacturer of book 


and No. 1 news. He was the proprietor, 
agent and superintendent of the M—— 
Mills. 


He was aman of massive frame, herculean 
strength, with small, gray eyes, shaggy eye- 
brows, a huge, gray mustache and a voice 
like the roaring tempest. In his views he 
was what might be called ironclad. 

Like the lion in the fable, who, when he 


went forth to roar, caused all other animals | 
to fall dead with fright, he was much given | 


to roaring and generally kept things pretty 
flat. 

Mr. W readjusted the wire part of his 
machine and, unfortunately, got the breast 
roll in just the position I have described. 





Start, as it was very bad, and in attempting 
to strain down the wire so as not to have the 
paper crush under the couch it showed a 
strong tendency to wrinkle. In his dilemma 
he sent for R——, an expert machine ten- 
der for another firm across the road. 

R was busy at the time, but sent back 
word that he would be down at 7 o'clock in 
the evening. Accordingly at 7 o'clock all 
hands were assembled in the machine room 
when R—— entered. 

After looking things over for a few mo- 
ments and talking with the proprietor, R 
took a wrench and proceeded to raise the 
breast roll to take the strain from the tube 
rolls. 

“Hold on, don't touch that!” roared 
Ww—. ‘“ That is all right; I adjusted that 
myself.” 

R—— turned and laid down his wrench, 
saying : ‘‘Mr. W——,I came over here at 
your request during my supper hour to fix 
up your machine. I have no time to lose. 
If you don’t want me to do anything I must 
go.” 

W—— made no reply, but, glaring once 
around, turned and walked to the office, 
took his hat and went out, R-—— then ad- 
justed the breast roll, and the machine 
Started up without further trouble. 

About a week after this occurrence R , 
on his long tour off, having put on his collar 
and necktie, thought he would go down and 
look about the mills. As he was sauntering 
down the hill, with his hands in his pockets, 
toward the machine room door, he met 
W—— advancing toward him much after 
the iashion of a bull advancing on a red

flag. Placing himself in front of R——, 
W—— inquired : 

“* Young man, where are you going ?” 

“*Oh,” replied R , ‘‘ I was just looking 
around on my long tour off. I thought I 
would go into your mill.” 

Taking him by the arm, and sticking his 
gray, bristling mustache close up to the 
young man’s ear, he inquired in a hoarse 
whisper: 

“* Don’t you know that we have a rule pro- 
hibiting visitors from entering our mills?” 

At this the young man was dumbfounded, 
utterly taken aback, but managed after 
awhile to stutter : 

** You broke your rule the other evening 
when you sent for me.” 

** Oh,” said W. , ‘that was an excep- 
tien.” 

After a few moments R—— commenced to 
get his wits again. 

“You never so much as even thanked 
me,” he exclaimed. 

“Well, Mr. R——, I really have not had 
time, but I now 
do take this oc- 
casion to thank 
you,” 

R—— is a “tall, 
powerfully built 
man, with ponder- 
ous hands and feet, 
being a man of 
muscle as well as 
brains. In a few 
minutes his temper 
got up. I cannot 
relate the rest of 
the conversation, 
but suffice it to say 
that the rest of the 








suggestive of the 
meeting of an ele- 
phant and a rhi- 
noceros. Each went 
away well posted 
as to the views of 
the other with re- 
gard to his quali- 
fications as a man. 
Years afterward the tables were turned, 
and now W is a commercial traveler 
for another firm, having lost his prop- 
erty; R is the superintendent of one 
of the most successful mills in this coun- 
try, and no doubt, with many others who

he reads this account of his adventure in 
1872. 

Right here I will digress a little further 
to discuss a question of mill management. 
Now, I do not propose to direct owners 
how they shall run their mills or how they 
shall deal with their help; but having been 
asked privately to discuss this question and 
seeing numerous articles thereon I will give 
the readers of THE JOURNAL the benefit of my 
opinion as the matter comes under my ob- 
servation. 

The success of the plant does not depend 


| on the finisher, the machine tender, the en- 


gineer, the rag room boss, the millwright, or 
the superintendent alone. It depends en- 
tirely on the owner himself or the chief exe- 
cutive, whatever his title may be. It is his 
business to look into the future, to listen to 
wise counsels and to select sagacious com- 
manders. Close competition has so reduced 
the margin on the manufacture of paper that 
the mill must be held to a high standard of 
excellence to be fairly profitable. The days 
when it was impossible for a paper many- 
facturer to fail have gone by. Every mo- 
ment of time must be economized ; the 
paper must be of the best quality and pro. 
duced at the lowest possible figure. How 
shall this be accomplished? Let us look 
about us and see what mills are most suc- 
cessful. In my judgment it is those which 
select a good system and stick to it; those 
which have a good business man at the head, 
a wideawake credit partner in the office and 
a practical man in the mill. 

With regard to who shall or shall not run 
the mill, as a superintendent myself, it seems 
to me that the superintendent ought not to 


be interfered with except for good reason, 
As for me I never have any trouble with the 
owners. I calculate to conduct my share of 
the business in such a manner that they can 
interfere only to their own pecuniary loss, so 
that the interference is not likely to be re- 
peated. 

Therefore I say to owners who are looking 
for light: ‘‘ If you have not got a superin- 
tendent get one; give him his work to do in 
his own way, requiring only that so much 
paper of such and such quality shall be pro- 
duced at such and such a cost, and you will 
reach a degree of excellence and prosperity 
to which many mills are strangers.” I be- 
lieve that the day is fast approaching when 
every paper mill will be forced to adopt some 
such plan,

Filigraining Paper. 





An illustration is given of a machine 
for producing watermarks and lines in or 
on paper by means of aseries of small rul-

ing disks suitably supported, which produce 
the watermarks or lines on the paper, the 
main object being to supersede the dandy 
roll or mold now in general use. 

It is claimed that with this apparatus it is 
possible to manufacture an exceedingly fine 
quality of goods with little or no refuse, and 
at the same time greatly decrease the time 
and number of workmen hitherto necessary. 

The roller or drum supporting the paper 
is shown at A, mounted in suitable bearings, 
which may be adjustable vertically. The 
paper is carried from this roller over guide 
rollers a a’, suitably supported in the frame, 
and from .the roller a it passes around a 
large roller, B, where the lines are marked 
upon its surface, the paper passing from 
this roller between the feed rollers C C’, 
over a grinding roller ¢d, to the winding rol- 
ler D. 

Small disks E E’ are arranged directly 
under the roller B, supported removably in 
shanks or spindles ¢ ¢’, placed side by side 
in series of ten or twelve, six or more of 
these series being held between rails and 
beams, the rails being journaled in suit- 
able bearings and connected by means 
of rods H H’ to an eccentric, K, by means 
of a rod, I, whereby a backward and for- 
ward movement is imparted to the ruling 
disks E E’, which are rotated as soon as 
they are brought into contact with the paper 
drawn around the chilled cast iron roller B. 
Im order to produce a more or less intense 
line or watermark on the paper, the distance 
existing between the paper and the small 
ruling disks is variable, produced by the ad- 
justment of the shanks of the ruling disks. 
The lower ends of the shanks are provided 
with recesses which are adapted to receive 
small blocks of rubber, and when these 
shanks are in place between the rails and 
beams they are supported each by a screw 
passing through a fixed nut and bearing 
upon the elastic material. In this manner 
the ruling disks are provided with elastic 











counter bearings to equalize the pressure on 
the paper. 

The roller B is arranged in bearings M, so 
as to allow a longitudinal axial movement, 
while an involuntary unnecessary movement 
is prevented by means of a spring and coun- 
ter screws. The roller C is placed in contact 
over the roller C’, and by their action they 
reel the paper from the roller B and guide 
the same over the small roller d to the re- 
winding roller D. 

In order to laterally adjust the rollers A 
and D a suitable regulating mechanism is 
provided. 

The spindles of the rollers are screw 
threaded at one end, and are adapted to 
slide in their bearings. The rollers D and A 
are held upon their spindles by means of 
cones held in place by set screws. Hand 
wheels are provided for the vertical adjust- 
ment of the rollers. 

The operation of the apparatus is ex- 
tremely simple, and is carried out in the 
following manner: The paper to be water- 
marked or lined is 
first drawn through 
the entire appara- 
tus from the roller 
A, over the rollers 
a a, around the 
chilled cast iron 
roller B, over rol- 
ler C, between rol- 
lers C C' and over 
small roller ¢, to 
the rewinding rol- 
ler D. The appa- 
ratus is then set in 
motion by any suit- 
able motive power, 
the different rollers 
having suitable 
driving wheels, 
whereby the whole 
set of ruling disks 
is brought into con- 
tact with and 
presses on the 
paper drawn 
around the cast 
iron roller B by the 
action of the eccentric K. At the moment of 
contact the ruling disks commence to rotate, 
and the intensity of the watermarks corre- 
sponds to the pressure exerted by the small 
ruling disks on the paper. The width of the 
watermarked lines correspondingly deter- 
mines the distance at which the small ruling 
disks should be placed from each other. The 
ruling disks may be madeout of any suitable 
material. 





About a Seotch Calender and 
Some Steam Heating Plants.

THAT ‘‘ SCOTCH” CALENDER. 

I would like to know if anything has 
ever been done in this country with an eight 
roll web calender, similar to one built in 
Edinburgh about the latter part of 1886. If 
memory is not at fault the top roll was of 
chilled iron about 16 inches in diameter ; 
next was a 16 inch cotton covered roll; the 
third roll was chilled cast iron, to inches in 
diameter and piped for steam ; the fourth 
and fifth rolls were cotton covered, but the 
sixth was chilled iron, 1o inches in diameter ; 
the seventh roll was cotton covered and the 
eighth, or bottom roll, chilled iron and 20 
inches in diameter. 

There were several points about this cal- 
ender calculated to make life pleasant for 
the calender men, particularly the steam 
rigging for raising the reel of paper into po- 
sition, instead of ‘‘ grunting" the reel up by 
main strength. ° 

The pressure could be regulated by means 
of compound levers and weights up to 50 
tons. The top roll was hung to screws,

which, actuated by hand wheels having Dieta 


wrought iron handles in their rims, would 
allow that.roll to be raised at pleasure, 


I would like to know if this calender 








worked well enough to pay for the extra work 
necessitated by’ departing from the usual 
custom of construction followed by calender 
builders in this country? Limiting the 
pressure to 50 tons, while allowing weight 
enough to finish the paper, will effectually 
prevent the breaking of roll necks, through 
unnecessary setting down of the screws by 
muscular attendants. 


STEAM HEATING KINKS. 


Supplementary to piping kinks in a recent 
issue, some hints regarding steam heating 
may be appropriate. In the mill the only 
idea concerning the use of steam seems to be 
to turn on a full head until everything is 
heated to suffocation, then shut off steam for 
a time, only to open wide the valves again 
when it gets too cool for comfort, screw down 
the “‘ kettle” in the trap, and let steam blow 
through the entire circulation until things 
are hot again. In the boiler house the draft 
of steam is noticed, and is met by shoveling 
half a ton of coal into the furnaces, opening 
dampers and perhaps shutting off a bleach or 
two until “‘ steam gets up again.” 

This is one way of heating mill room 
space by steam. Another way is to open 
the trap and let water of condensation run 
off quickly, then make sure that the trap is 
in working order and put on a full head of 
steam at the beginning of the circulating 
pipes, letting the trap take care of every- 
thing which reaches it. Never ‘ blow 
through” the circulation by screwing down 
the trap. A steam trap is ver intended t 
through a pipe yields no 
the room through which the conducting pipe 
passes, 

If ro pounds of steam are passed into a 
circulation, and 10 pounds of steam are passed 
out of the other end of the system, not a de- 
gree of heat will be given out for heating pur- 
poses. It is, however, impossible to do 
this. Some of the steam will condense, and 
its contained heat is conducted away from 
the steam pipe by the air in contact; con- 
sequently all steam which passes through 
the heating circulation and issues there- 
from into the atmosphere is a dead loss to 
the man who pays for coal. 

If, in a paper mill, the circulation pipes 
are kept full of live steam, and the vapor 
constantly issues from the trap, you may 
feel sure that the area of the heating pipes 
is too small for the cubic feet of air to be 
heated, In a case like this another pipe 
run around the room will certainly effect a 
saving of coal and give an increase of heat. 

In the article referred to concerning pip- 
ing the advice was given to “‘turn globe 
valves upon their side, so that the stem 
may lie horizontal, in order that water ham- 
mer may be prevented. Globe valves set 
with their stems vertical are apt to trap the 
pipe, forming a water seal which suffers 
steam to pass intermittently, thus causing 
the disagreeable thumping called * water 
hammer,” The advice above given may be 
modified. It is well to turn the valves side- 
wise, but do not place the stems quite hori- 
zontal ; if so, the stuffing box will be filled 
with the condensed steam, and it is very 
hard to keep up a packing which will hold 
against the water thus caught. Set the 
valve with the stem at an angle of 10° from 
the hanger and no trouble will be had, 
either from water trapped in the steam or 
packing parts of the valve. 

In establishing steam heating systems, 
care is not always taken to proportion the 
amount of piping to the space requiring 
heat. It does not always pay to guess at 
the length, breadth and height of a rag or 
cutter room ; then multiply them together, 
cut off two right hand figures and call re- 
mainder square feet of heating surface. 
Such a rule of thumb method is little 
better than a guess made without any data 
whatever. 

It is much better to establish a system and 
go about the workin a workmanlike man- 
It is to be expected that a room built 
ly of glass would require more heat- 
ing surface thanif built of pine lumber. In

Your correspondent spent three days in 
Appleton, the Holyoke of the Northwest, last 
week. Apart from its special interests itis a 
charming little city, dotted with evidences of 
prosperity, and girt about with fine brick 
structures, from whence issues an ever in- 
creasing amount of that commodity on 
which is printed and in turn distributed the 
best thought of the world, and which, there- 
fore, more than any one other medium may 
be said to add most to the sum of human 
happiness. 

Its age and antiquity give it a certain dig- 
nity, and the skill and technical knowledge 
required in the various branches of paper 
manufacturing, as it is done to-day, say much 
for the triumph of human ingenuity, which 
has made it possible by mechanical contriv- 
ance to turn the crude material into the 
printed page which shall live in our libraries 
when cities are dead and forgotten.

mit. The appliances and ability are there, 
backed by the enthusiasm born of success 
and financial prosperity.

This is the tale, but the moral is that

THE apparatus illustrated and de- 
scribed on the first page of this issue was 
invented in Europe and has been pat- 
ented inthis country. Its purpose is to 
provide a watermark or lines in paper 
after it has come off the machine. As 
the trade well know, this idea is not new ; 
but it is claimed that the machine de- 
scribed has novel and economical fea- 
tures which will commend it to use. 


THE late election has not been satis- 
factory to those who have been willing 
and anxious to give this country the un- 
restrained benefit of their manufactures.

We leave further infer- 
ences to the judgment of our readers. 


A REPRESENTATIVE of the “office” takes 
an inning in this issue. His sketch of the 
individual who is mighty in his own con- 
ceit, if overdrawn, may still lead others to 
think whether they may not be to some 
degree responsible for such criticism. Of 
course minds do not all think alike, nor 
do temperaments agree, yet it is possible 
for a superintendent to keep on good 
terms with an employer who may be 
dogmatic and vehement in disposition.

ELECTRICITY in paper is a printer's 
| bane. It causes infinite annoyance and 
is said to be specially due to the presence 
| of wood pulp in the material. A number 
| of devices, one of which was lately de- 
scribed, have been brought out for the 
| purpose of carrying off the electricity or 
for making it inert,thereby doing away 
| with the trouble experienced in the use 
| of such paper. We have been told that a 
| considerable number of one of such de- 
| vices have been put in at the Government 
| Printing Office, in Washington, and that 

several more have been added. It does 

not seem to have occurred tothe parties 
using the paper, or to those responsible 
for its acceptance at the public printing 
| office, that it is one of the conditions of 
the contracts for supplying paper for the 
| public printing that no paper containing 
wood pulp shall be furnished. If this pro- 
vision is regarded and the contractors are 
held strictly to the specifications of their 
| bids, how does it happen that some sixty 
| machines for taking off or neutralizing 
the effects of electricity have to be used 
| in the Government Printing Office? This 
is a question which concerns either the 
head of the bureau or the contractors for 
paper, or perhaps the joint committee on 
paper for the public printing or the 
Treasury Department, and maybe all con- 
jointly. Possibly wood pulp has been 
slandered. Will somebody please rise 
and explain ? 


BUSINESS men ought to take more ac- 
tive concern in public affairs than they 
do, and their efforts should not be con- 
fined to issues in which their personal in- 
terests are most deeply involved. There 
are matters of importance—such as the 


| question of national defense, lately ad- 


| verted to; the encouragement and build- 
| ing up of our merchant marine, concern- 

_ing which we have had somewhat to say 
in the past, and now the interoceanic 
canal project, which has been so promi- 
nently before the world during the past 
week—which should engage interest. It 
behooves the people of this country in 
ajl gradations of position to consider 
such subjects and to form opinions care-

tions is intrusted. The failure of the 
Panama Canal scheme naturally directs 
attention to possible issues arising out of 
it. It is a national principle that we 
cannot regard with satisfaction the ef- 
fort of any European nation to extend 
its power and authority on this con-

To the Editor of The Journal : 

THE JoURNAL has been driving and ham- 
mering so much at the office for interfering 
with the work and progress of a mill that I have 
contemplated writing an article to take some 
of the conceit out of some of the superintend- 
ents. I know that in more than one case 
the superintendent has become more or less 
conceited after reading articles published in 
this paper, and has become unduly impressed 
as to what his value is and what he can do. 

My theory is: Correct a superintendent 
when necessary and when you are unques- 
tionably right; but leave him alone, most 
certainly, otherwise.

With proposed 
restrictions in the output of hard coal and 
real winter weather, all the stocks will dis- 
appear before next season's active business 
opens.
